The nicest place in which they 
sang was the Philharmonic Hall in 
Leningrad, supposed to be the best 
in Russia. It has a capacity of 2400 
and on each of the four nights in 
which the choir sang there, a crowd 
of over 4000 was present. 

The choir members met many 
Russians from the musical and cul- 
tural world and exchanged gifts 
and opinions freely, One of Silver- 
man’s biggest prizes is a near 
folio of music given him by Grigory 
Schneerson, who is the top Soviet 
expert on American music, and a 
long time friend of such famed 
American musicians as Pete See- 

Walter Piston, and Aaron 


Silverman found that the Rus- 
sians had very little acquaintance 
as a whole with twentieth century 
American music, but one piece they 
did know and appreciate was Ran- 
dall Thompson’s ‘Alleluia’ , which 
was introduced to them several 


years ago when the choir of Oberlin 
College in Ohio visited Russia. 
"They loved it’ Silverman reports, 
‘and we had to sing in many times, 
in encore periods’. 

The New England Conservatory 
Choir introduced several piecesof 
music to the Russians which Sil- 
verman feels will continue to be 
known in Soviet Russia. One of 
these, which Silverman thinks was 
a big contribution, was the 67th 
Psalm, by Charles Ives. 

‘They were overwhelmed when 
‘we gave them copies of the music’ 
he says. 


Thnaksgiving 

One of the greatest events for the 
visiting Americans wason Thanks- 
giving Day, while the choir was in 
Kiev. 

They had returned to their hotel 
to find a tradionally American 
‘Thanksgiving Dinner awaiting them 

There were four huge turkeys, 
squash, fresh fruit (very rare in 
Russia) and even a bottle of Georg- 
ian wine at each place. 

Fifty five Americans and seven 
Russians were at that dinner. The 
waitresses were of course Russian 
and non-English speaking, but this 
was a matter of small import to 
the visitors, who by this time had 
picked up a smattering of Russian. 

But Thanksgiving had to be ex- 
plained to the Russians, and this 
took a bit of doing - and it was in- 
terrupted from time to time by the 
spontaneous singing of American 
folksongs relating to Thanksgiving. 

‘There was no cranberry sauce’ 
Silverman recalls, ‘nor were there 
any pumpkin ples nor sweet pota- 
toes, - but we didn’t notice that. 
And there was a huge pickled wa- 
termelon, anentire melon, pickled’ 

‘None of the Russians had ever 
Seen a Thanksgiving Dinner before 
and we had to sit and explain 
through the interpreters what it 
meant, and how the Americans gave 
thanks to God for a bountiful har- 
vest’, 

The Americans found their hosts 
deeply moved by the story of 
Thanksgiving, so much so that they 
too realized more thanever before 
the significance of the day. ‘We 
really knew then, what the day 
means,’ Silverman says, ‘more 
than we ever had before.’ 

Another experience of which Sil- 
verman likes to speak was the 
meeting with His Holiness, Vascan, 
First Catholicos of the Armenian 
Catholic Church. 

It happened in Yerevan, which is 
in Soviet Armenia, His Holiness 
is the head of a church which was 
founded in 301 AD, and has aposi- 
tion which can be compared to the 
Pope, inthe Roman Catholic Church 
He lives in a building which is 
called the Echtmiadzin, and is in 
effect the Vatican of his church. 

The visiting Americans were in- 
vited to have a private audience 
with His Holiness, and this, andthe 
sequel, was the most exciting part 
of the entire trip, 

They sang for His Holiness, and 
one of the Bishops of the Armen- 
ian Catholic Church sang for them, 
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PRACTICE SESSION: In Boston, before leaving for Russia, Silver-

‘That, it seemed, was the end of 
that particular adventure, but in 
the evening, when they were giving 
their concert in the Philharmonic 
Hall the audience and choir were 
electrified when His Holiness en- 
tered the hall, to hear the Choir. 

It was the first time since the 
church was founded in AD 301 that 
the First Catholicos had attended 
a public concert - and were the 
people excited! 

The hall rang with standing o- 
vations, not only for the visiting 
choir, but even more so for the 
religious leader of the Russian 
Armenians! 


Christmas Carols 

Another experience was in Ti- 
blis - what Silverman calls the 
“Christmas Carol Story’. 

B happened in. the hotel. There 
were about twenty Russians with 
thé"Amiericans, when the choir be- 
gan to spontaneously sing Christ- 
mas Carols ~ all the familiar songs 
which have been heard inthe United 
States for years, at Christmastide, 

‘The singing ended with a rendi- 
tion of The Hallelulah Chorus, by 
Handel. 

‘I have never seen people touched 
as were those Russians’ Silverman 
says. 

One of them was a nineteenyear 
old girl from Moscow, a language 
major who was one of the inter- 
preters who had accompanied the 
group throughout the tour. 

She had. been very antagnositic 
all the time she had been with the 
choir. The Thanksgiving exper- 
fence had moved her somewhat, 
but it took the Christmas Carols 
to change her attitude completely. 
‘Not only did she lose her antagno- 
ism completely, but she became 
a very close friend to us all.’ 
Silverman says.‘It was to me a 
demonstration of the fact that man- 
kind can reach out to one another, 
over barriers that seem to be 
great’.
